A new  publication,  in  magazine 
form  which  will  appear  quarterly  is  to 
appear  on  this  campus  during  the 
spring  quarter.  Harold  Candland  has 
been  appointed  editor  by  the  faculty 
committee  on  publications  and  the  stu- 
dent body  council  for  this  year,  to  be 
assisted  by  Miss  Bessie  Newman  and 
others  not  yet  named. 

The  magazine  will  have  as  its  first 
aim  the  sponsoring  of  a wider  culture 
in  the  school,  and  as  such  will  fill  a 
long  felt  need.  Although  it  will  be 
edited  by  students,  it  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  publication  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Candland's  statement  concern- 
ing the  new  magazine  and  its  place  in 
Brigham  Young  University  was,  “The 
student  constitution  speaks  of  a rep- 
resentative to  the  student  body  council 
coming  from  the  editorial  staffs  of 
"The  Banyan,”  “The  Y’s  Guy”  and 
ithe  “White  and  Blue.”  Of  these  three 
publications  Amendment  7 bf  the  con- 
| stitution  laves  existence  to  the  Ban- 
I yan  only.  It  was  perhaps  wise  to  dis- 
continue “The  Y’s  Guy”  and  “White 
and  Blue”  under  conditions  existing 
,when  the  move  was  made.  However 
i justifiable  such  discontinuance  might 
have  been,  under  circumstances  some 
years  ago,  we  feel  that  the  growth  of 
ithe  student  body,  the  enriching  of  the 
curriculum,  the  expansion  of  student 
activities,  and  the  development  of 
special  intersts  invites,  even  demands 
an  additional  avenue  of  expression  for 
Ithe  student  body,  apart  from  our  pre- 
sent publications.  1 am  convinced  that 
Ithe  characteristic  support  given  by  the 
student  body  to  movements  of  this 
kind  an  ideal  orientation  magazine  can 
be  produced.  This  magazine  to  ob- 
tain perpetuity  and  appreciation 
Brigham  Young  University.” 

The  name  has  not  been  chosen  and 
suggestions  on  this  point  will  be  wel- 
comed by  the  editorial  staff.

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Some  of  you  have  heard  something 
like  this:  “Radio  Station,  KSL,  Salt 
Lake  City.”  This  is  the  man  who  says 
it,  Earl  J.  Glade,  who  spoke  in  Wed- 
nesday’s assembly  on  “Radio.” 

“Radio  as  an  intermediary  of  ad- 
vancement has  come  to  take  its  place 
in  the  world.” 

‘ No  matter  what  we,  as  announcers, 
say  or  do,  we  get  ‘it’  coming  and  go- 
ing. The  critics  don’t  go  to  bed  very 
early,  they  stay  right  with  you,  and 
certainly  take  note  of  some  of  the 
smallest  mistakes,  too.  We  are  in  posi- 
tive radio  ear-shot  of  at  least  60,000 
people;  when  you  know  that  many 
are  listening,  it  stimulates  you  to  cor- 
rect English,  grammar,  ideas  and  facts. 

One  thing  radio  has  taught  me,” 
said  Mr.  Glade,  “is  the  value  of  time 
down  to  the  very  second.  I know  now 
the  value  of  time,  for  never  again  will 
one  minute,  one  half-hour  or  one  full 
hour,  present  itself  under  the  same 
conditions,  the  same  place,  and  under 
the  same  supervision.  It  is  priceless, 
and  everyone  should  grasp  at  each 
moment  with  an  end  well  determined. •* 
In  Salt  Lake  we  have  a plant  of 
10,000  watt  capacity.  However,  we 
use  only  5,000  watts,  and  leave  the 
other  5,000  in  reserve  which  is  oft 
times  a good  thing.  Our  station 
located  eight  miles  west  on  main 
street.  All  our  leads  come  in  under- 
ground in  order  that  we  may  have  no 
small  broadcasting  stations  around  us. 
Our  broadcasts  go  out  over  the  air

DOCUMENT 


High  School  To 
Officiate  Next  Friday 

One  week  from  today  the  “Y”  high 
school  will  reign  supreme.  All  student 
body  activities  are  to  be  under  their 
direct  supervision,  and  the  whole 
campus  will  radiate  youth  and  en- 
thusiasm. 

An  ultra-modern  program  is  being 
planned  for  the  morning  assembly. 
The  “Y”  News  issue  of  that  day  will 
Be  strictly  a high  school  product,  edited 
by  the  high  school  representative  and 
an  appointed  staff. 

Sponsoring  the  regulaV  student  body 
dance,  in  the  evening,  the  “Y”  high 
school  will  finish  their  annual  day  with 
a bang. 


According  to  Roy  Gibbons,  president 
of  the  student  body,  a committee 
composed  of  Helen  Swenson,  ElRoy 
Nelson,  Earl  Jones,  Don  Cluff,  and 
himself,  has  been  appointed  to  revise 
the  constitution  of  the  student  body. 

The  purpose  of  this  revision  is  to 
incorporate  in  the  constitution  the 
many  amendments  that  have  been 
adopted  since  it  was  first  drafted.  The 
constitution  will  also  be  expanded  to 
provide  for  a literary  publication  and 
to  include  several  customs  that  have 
grown  up  and  are  accepted  as  the  law. 
although  they  are  not  written  in  the 
governing  document.  1 

In  this  connection  it  is  noted  that 
there  is  no  provision  that  the  Banyan 
editor,  dramatic  manager,  or  music 
manager  should  be  members  of  the 
student  body  council,  although  they  do 
meet  and  vote  as  members  of  that  body 
and  have  done  so  for  a number  of 
years.  Neither  is  there  any  method 
given  for  the  selection  of  th^  second 
vice-president.  This  officer  has  here- 
tofore been  appointed  by  the  student 
body  council. 

It  is  also  expected  that  the  by-laws 
shall  be  gathered  into  a compact  docu- 
ment in  place  of  merely  writing  them 
into  the  minutes  of  the  student  body 
council  meetings. 


FREE  STYLE  EVENT  APT 
TO  BE  CLOSE— BUD  IS 
INVITED  EAST

A very  interesting  inter-collegiate 
swimming  match  is  slated  for  the  early 
part  of  next  week  when  Bud  Shields, 
Brigham  Young  University  star,  and 
Harlow  Sharp  of  Utah  University  will 
stage  one  of  their  thrilling  duels  in 
the  B.  Y.  U.-U.  of  U.  meet  to  be  held 
at  Provo.  Shields  won  the  encounter 
last  year  by  a scant  foot  in  beating 
down  his  opponent’s  last  second  chal- 
lenge by  a narrow  margin.  Sharp  is 
expected  to  come  back  strong  this  year. 

The  date  of  the  meet  is  not  defin- 
itely fixed  as  yet,  but  will  take  place 
either  Monday  or  Welnesday  evenings, 
according  to  C.  S.  Leaf,  “Y”  swim- 
ming coach.  Leaf  announced  his  line 
up  today,  consisting  of:  Peterson  and 
Van  Wagenen  in  the  40-yard  free  style; 
Shields  and  Martin;  in  the  century 
Lossee  and  Markham  in  the  220,  if  this 
event  is  listed;  Shields  and  Lossee  in 
the  quarter  mile;  Hodson  and  Fechser 
or  Andersen  in  the  breast  stroke;  Allen 
and  Gerald  Andersen  in  the  back; 
Christopherson  and  Strong  or  Van- 
Wagenen  in  the  diving.  Leaf  is  stress- 
ing the  importance  of  the  relays  and 
has  entered  strong  men  in  these.  The 
160-yard  event  will  be  swum  by 
Shields,  Petersen,  Christopherson  and 
Lossee.  Peterson,  free  style;  Allen, 
back;  Hodson,  breast  stroke,  will  com- 
pose the  medley  relay  team. 

One  or  two  events  will  determine 
the  outcome  of  the  meet,  Leaf  thinks, 
remarking  that  the  points  will  be  un- 
usually close,  according  to  present  in- 
dications. With  Sharp,  Spencer,  Wall- 
ing, Latimer,  Welch  and  Blackemore 
as  an  "outstanding  group  of  tank  per- 
formers for  Utah,  B.  Y.  U.  will  be 
exceedingly  hard  pushed  to  win. 

The  Cougar  medley  relay  team  is 
seconds  behind  the  flasfiy  Utah  trio 
taking  the  individual  records  as  a 
standard  and  nothing  short  of  an  ac- 
cident will  give  them  a victory  in  this 
event.  The  other  relay  appears  as  a 
toss-up,  with  Utah  favored. 

In  the  220  event  is  listed  Lossee  of 
the  “Y”  and  Welch  of  Utah  are  ex- 
pected to  boil  considerable  water  in 
competing  against  each  other.

OFFERS  LARGE  VARIETY 
OFJELLOWSHIPS 

According  to  an  announcement,  the 
graduate  school  of  New  York  Univer- 
sity has  a number  of  fellowships  and 
scholarships  available  for  the  academ. 
ic  year  of  1929-1930,  ranging  in  value 
from  $500  to  $1,000. 

A limited  number  of  fellowships, 
ranging  from  an  annual  value  of  $500 
to  $1,000  are  offered  to  specially  quali- 
fied graduate  students  who  are  candi- 
dates for  a higher  degree  from  New 
York  University.  These  fellowships 
are  available  in  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing fields  of  the  graduate  school: 
biological  sciences,  chemistry,  classic- 
al languages  and  archaeology,  econom- 
ics, English,  fine  arts,  German,  gov- 
ernment, history,  mathematics,  phil- 
osophy, physics,  psychology,  Romance 
languages  and  sociology. 

By  the  will  of  Frederic  Courtland 
Penfield,  New  York  University  has  re- 
ceived a fund  of  $80’ 000,  the  income  of 
which  is  used  to  maintain  fellowships 
for  studies  in  diplomacy,  international 
affairs  and  belles-lettres.  F,or  the  year 
1929-1930  there  will  be  five  of  these 
fellowships  available,  each  of  a value 
of  $1,000.  It  is  preferred,  although  not 
required,  that  applicants  for  these 
awards  have  to  their  credit  at  least  a 
full,  year  of  graduate  work. 

All  credentials  in  support  of  applica- 
tion for  Penfield  or  University  fellow- 
ships should  be  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  dan  of  the  graduate  school  not 
later  than  March  15,  1929.

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DO  WE  NEED  A NEW  CONSTITUTION? 


Does  Young  University  need  a new  constitution?  The  ques 
tion  is  one  of  comparative  insignificance  in  the  eyes  of  a lot  of  stu 
dents  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  methods  and  means  by  which 
student  body  officers  work.  T he  question  has  arisen,  is  there  a 
need?  In  order  to  settle  this  question  let  us  look  briefly  to  the  docu 
ment  in  question,  and  see  if  it  still  meets  the  needs  of  our  student 
body  in  an  adequate  way. 

As  our  constitution  now  stands  it  is  an  antiquated  affair, 
patched  over  by  numerous  amendments  and  by-laws,  but  yet  the 
thing  does  not  meet  the  situations  which  arise  from  day  to  day  in 
the  course  of  caring  for  the  affairs  of  the  student  body. 

At  the  present  time  the  A.  W.  S.  is  not  recognized  in  our 
constitution  at  all,  in  fact  no  mention  is  even  made  of  it.  Yet  in 
actual  practice  the  president  of  that  organization  has  a place  upon 
the  student  council,  and  justly  assists  and  has  voice  in  the  affairs 
of  government. 

A dozen  other  things  are  in  practice,  and  have  been  for  a num 
ber  of  years  which  the  constitution  does  not  provide  for.  It  has  not 
taken  cognizance  of  the  changes,  and  the  growth.  In  short,  it  is 
entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  existing  conditions,  for  our  student 
body  has  advanced  while  our  constitution  has  been  allowed  to  re 
mdin  unchanged. 

Shall  we  go  on  struggling  under  such  an  arrangement,  or  should 
we  take  a step  in  the  direction  of  progress?  The  need  is  apparent! 
LET’S  HAVE  A NEW  CONSTITUTION!

WHAT  ABOUT  A LITTLE  CO-OPERATION? 


The  advent  of  the  social  unit  system  into  Young  University 
has  given  rise  to  numoerus  problems,  many  of  which  will  take  a great 
deal  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  students  and  units  to  eliminate. 
But  such  things  can  be  expected  with  the  introduction  of  any  system. 
At  present  a great  deal  of  the  unpleasantness  blamed  to  the  system 
as  a whole,  can  be  traced  to  one  or  two  units  who  have  failed  to 
co-operate  in  carrying  out  the  spirit  of  the  thing.  No  unit  can  hope 
to  set  itself  up  as  supreme,  and  further  the  spirit  of  democracy.  Many 
units  fight  each  other,  while  others  content  themselves  with  fighting 
established  traditions  within  the  school. 

Recently  two  very  prominent  people  were  obtained  by  the  school 
authorities  as  speakers  for  the  devotional  exercise.  During  that 
period  one  of  the  leading  social  units  held  a meeting  in  a room  in 
the  basement  of  the  college  building,  entirely  ignoring  the  existance 
of  devotional  exercises.

Wyoming,  located  at  the  “top  o’  the 
world,”  are  making  their  third  debate 
tour  of  the  western  part  of  the  United 
States.  The  men  debaters  leave 
Laramie,  Wyoming  on  March  22  for 
a two  week’s  tour  on  which  thy  will 
meet  various  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  states  of  Utah,  Idaho,  Wash- 
ington.

The  record  which  the  University  of 
Wyoming  has  made  in  the  last  five 
years  places  her  among  the  strongest 
debating  schools  in  the  United  States. 
During  this  period  Wyoming  has  had 
seventy  decision  debates  and  out  of 
this  total  she  has  won  fifty-two  times. 
Our  debaters  have  had  forty  non-de- 
cision ^contests.  In  1922  and  1923  the 
University  of  Wyoming  won  thirteen 
consecutive  victories  as  well  as  the  na 
tional  inter-collegiate  debate  record. 

Upon  the  present  tour  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wyoming  is  sending  two  men 
and  a coach.  The  debaters  will  speak 
on  both  sides  of  several  questions,  and 
the  ’type  of  debate  will  be  widely  van 
ed.  They  come  to  Brigham  Young 
University  on  March  22.

with  such  clarity  that  they  are  picked 
up  as  far  as  Hong-Kong,  China  just 
as  clearly  as  they  are  right  here  in 
Provo.

Miss  Byrons  Speaks 
To  H.  S.  Students 


“Building  a Hall  of  Fame,”  the  sub 
ject  discussed  by  Miss  Helen  Louise 
Byrons,  field  secretary  of  the  National 
Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union, 
contributed  greatly  to  the  splendid 
program  given  by  the  “Y”  high  school 
juniors  in  their  Wednesday’s  assembly. 

Miss  Byrons  suggested  five  pillars 
on  which  to  'build  a hall  of  fame : Per- 
sonality, perseverence,  purity,  patrio- 
tism and  prohibition.
